Park Improvements: 
Not for the Economy 


for 
tter Life

This series started out, some two weeks and ten 


articles ago, as an attempt at an exhaustive, 
comprehensive and—above all—factual study of 
the "whys and hcrtvs" of the seven propositions 
appearing on the municipal improvements "ballot 
Nov. 14. 


The first three propositions—for attention to 


water, sewage and streets—are of a highly factual 
nature, and they were approached iu a statistical 
manner: how many blocks of paving will be carried 
out, how many 12-inch water lines and 30-inch 
sewage outfall lines will be constructed and where. 


The fourth question, that of flood control, was 


necessarily less tangible and therefore less easily 
described and staked out for specific action. 
Streets, after all, and tile and metal pipe are for- 
mal, predictable, and identifiable quantities, 
whereas meandering creeks such as Post'Oak and 
Mesquite twist and turn and demand varying 
solutions to widely differing problems in different 
parts of town. 


The fifth proposition, dealing with the need for a 


new municipal services complex, has been the most 
theoretical of all—although the crowding of some 
19,000-square-feet of municipal functions into a 
16,000-square-foot building and wedging in another 
5,000-square-feet of firemen's quarters seems 
physical enough for the 75 municipal servants asked 
to perform their duties while playing a daily game 
of "breadbasket-turn-over." 


Today's topic, the proposed $150,000 in bonds for 


improvement of city parks, is perhaps the most 
intangible, although some active families, many 
industrial "lookers", are municipal planners with 
the "long view" might consider it a key measure- 
not so much for the physical improvements to be 
made as for the community spirit and sense of 
proportion implied in whatever approach the 


mity may take toward its solution. 


GREEN LAND 


In a suburban community, after all, there is no 


sense of being "cooped up". A drive of minutes can 
take one to a back road or a ranch tank that seems a 
million miles from the so-called "industrial 
revolution". And Corsicana is, by nature, a "green 
land" with streets canopied by ancient oak and 
lawns guarded by hedgerows of bois d'arc in- 
terlaced with honeysuckle and wisteria. 


There is no great premium on sylvan glades in a 


unity still struggling toward "citihood". (Nor 


was there when New York's "Central Park" was set 


r Chicago's "Grant Park" or Los Angeles' 


"MacArthur Park"—yet those patches of green 
have provided many a happy romp for millions of 
apartment children and adult leg-stretchers and 
dog-walkers.) 


WE HAVE THE BASIS 


ere are some facts about our parks and 


recreational facilities: 


We have five major parks: Jester, Community, 


"Nature", Bunert and Lake Halbert. 


They are in 
various states of development, 


mostly pi 


Jester has a marvelous pavilion that has been put 


to good use for community meetings as well as club 
and family picnics. There are also numerous 
smaller 
family-type picnic sites 
under the 


sprawling trees, and there is, adjacent, one of 
Corsicana's most potentially constructive and 
rewarding facilities: the "Historical Village" that 
is a trove of area history and memorabilia. 


Jester and Bunert both have swimming pools. 
Jester is easily accessible by car from all over 


town and by foot from a large residential area. 


Community Park has become the nucleus for 


formal and informal recreation as the locale of 


rsicana's excellent YMCA, the Beebe Field 


complex of baseball diamonds, and a few tennis 
courts. It also boasts a few very informal 
sites.

"Nature Park" off the Corbet "slab", known by 


various other names, is remote and largely un- 
developed, with a few firepits and tables and some 
playground equipment. 


ke Halbert Park, sharing the territory of the 


city's subsidiary water source, is a relational 
jewel. 


Together, the five provide the basis for a park and 


recreation system than which no city of equal size 
can claim better, giving the mandatory elements 
for a useful community park system: separation 
throughout the city, accessibility, adequate space 
within each element, healthy variety, and great 
appeal, both singly and together.

Th y need only a variety or improvements—most 


of them minor, inexpensive, and permanent. 


Jester, the most thoroughly developed now, needs 


the least: perhaps four more tennis courts, for a 
total of ten, and additional informal shelters. 


Park needs more picnic units and 


some attention to parking areas and improved 
roadways. 


It also needs—as described at the "town hall" 


meeting piquantly—some restroom facilities. 


Bunert Park needs more shelters and picnic sites 


and—above all—a paved street, with the latter a top 
priority in the area of recreation. 


"Nature Park" is intended to maintain a 


rusticity, as its name indicates, but this newsman 
can attest that it needs some pavement in the park. 
(He got his car stuck on the road right in the middle 
of all that wonderful natural setting Wednesday 
afternoon on a pict photography session. Nature is 
one thing to behold and quite another to get bogged 
up to the axles in.) 


Perhaps the least 
developed park area- 


considering its potential—is the one at 
Halbert, which is very large, very appealing and 
potentially very much more useful than it is even 
now as a site for water 'sports, fishing, picnicking 
and light camping. 


Caretaker Johnny Brown says some of the roads 


need attention, and one secondary exit road 
maintained by both the City and Navarro County is 
due to get some work. 


The boat house that burned to the waterline 


several years ago should be replaced for 
usage of the boating facilities, and at least one more 
boat launching slip is needed. 


A recreation slab was poured recently in the 


group picnic area about half-way from the front 
entrance to the caretaker's home, and the Navarro 
County Action Committee has built three concrete 
picnic units and plans at least three more when the 
weather permits. 


Much work has already been done at Halbert, in 


the way of improving ditches, but more picnic units 
are needed. 


One other potential recreational area now used 


primarily for fishing—Lake Corsicana—could profit 
from a few picnic units, Director of Public Works 
Dick Ballenger feels, although he views that lake as 
of less use for recreation than Halbert. 


VDS TO MATCH 


Ballenger said there are federal "matching 


funds" available for such recreational projects, and 
the "Open Land Act" now in effect is a reliable 
source of assistance. 


It is not possible to predict exactly how much in 


federal funds could be acquired, but Ballenger 
thinks it should run from 50 per cent to 75 per cent of 
local funds spent on parks. 


City Manager Jack Russell explained at the 


"town hall" meeting that the ideal improvements 
for a community of this size are those which are 


and require little or no maintenance, 


since the City has no regular crews able to look after 
parks. 


Only Lake Halbert has a full-time caretaker, and 


an assistant was added to his staff about four 
months ago. They maintain the roads, mow dozens 
of acres of grass so that the lake area looks like a 
large lawn, and "stay busy", according to Brown, 
who has been there a total of 13 years. 


But maintenance would be a problem at other 


parks, if complicated or demanding facilities were 
installed.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


Lee Trevino remained a popu- 
lar but self-chastised favorite 
today as he awaited the start of 
the $125,000 Texas Open Golf 
Tournament— and probable dis- 
ciplinary action. 


"I made a mistake," Trevino 


said Tuesday of his action in 
stalking off the course in last 
week's Sahara Invitational in 
Las Vegas, Nev. 


"An hour after I'd left I'd 


have given $5,000 not to have 
done it— to be able to go back- 
play it out." 


The flamboyant, outspoken 


Trevino, the 1971 Athlete of the 
Year and current British Open 
titleholder, walked off the 
course midway through the 
third round of the Sahara and 
then issued a strongly worded 
blast at slow play, charging

their duties in allowing it to 
continue. 


He left without speaking to a
